SKIRTS AND COTTON. 


From the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


It is evident that the skirts of wom­ 
en are 
lengthening. 
That 
means a 
larger use of cotton and wool in the 
textile mills. Where is it coming from? 
The 1021 cotton crop was the small­ 
est in a generation. 
Mill-takings have 
been large. 
Experts, compared with 
last year, are heavy. 
There is said 
to fie a considerable amount of stuff 
still in farm ers’ hands, but it looks as 
if the world might know a shortage of 
cotton before the new crop is picked. 
The new crop may be big, moderate 
or small. 
It depends on the farmer, 
the w eather and the boll weevil. The 
farm er of the South looks to cotton as 
his king. 
He diversified last season 
as never before, and what did he get? 
A low price for his early picked cotton 
and so low a price for his other crops 
— corn particularly— as to sour him. 
He is likely to plant more cotton in 
1922 than in 1921 and take chances on 
the boll weevil. 
As a m atter ( i fact, 
the drought probably did as much to 
curtail this 
year's 
crop 
as did the 
weevil, or, to state the case different­ 
ly, the plant was so poorly nourished, 
owing to lack of moisture, as to make 
it particularly subject to attack. 
There are only a few places on the 
earth where cotton is grown in quan­ 
tity. 
These are the United States, In­ 
dia, Egypt and China. 
Ordinarily, the 
United States crop represents from 60 
to 62 2-3 per cent of the total. 
Amer­ 
ican cotton is the 
great 
commercial 
staple. 
The East Indian stuff is short 
staple and 
of 
limited 
virtue. 
The 
Egyptian cotton 
is long 
staple and 
very line. 
China's crop is hard to es­ 
timate. ? here are no reliable statistics 
in C hini as to anything, from popula­ 
tion to the cotton yield. One thing cer­ 
tain is 
that 
China’s 
crop— most of 
which is grown in the country not far 
distant from Shanghai— is far below 
China’s requirements, 
for 
the great 
textile mills of Shanghai buy consider­ 
able American and East Indian cotton 
and the piece-goods trade of China is 
immense. 
There was a huge surplus from the 
1920 cotton crop, but it was of very 
low* grade. 
Much of it has been ab­ 
sorbed. 
And now comes a change in the 
style of w om en’s clothes. 
It has been estimated variously that 
to add an inch to the length of the 
Chinaman’s shirt would require trom 
100,000 to 200,000 or more bales of 
cotton. 
How much cotton and wool 
will be required if the skirts and un­ 
dergarments of women are lengthen­ 
ed twp, three or so inches7 
There are 
more 
Chinamen 
than 
there are American women, but per 
capita the consumption of cotton is 
greater here than any where else on 
earth.

Style plays a large part in the con­ 
sumption of silks, wools and cottons.
